course free to one boy from each Chicago 
high school, provided Chicago for each 
of these sends two additional boys who

four cadets for free training and eight to 
pey their expenses. 

The school can only afford to take free 
of charge 200 cadets.

Demand Action by Congress

“Seasoned campaigners,” they call 
themselves—the twenty-one ‘suffragists 


—— 


5 who arrived in Chicago yesterday on their

“We purpose to form an independent 
party, which will not give its vote until 
it sees which way will profit suffrage 
most.“ Miss Burns said. “If this trip 
wakens congress to the seriousness of 
our intentions and something is done un- 
der this administration we will give our 
vote in that direction. It isn’t planks 
we're after, it's record.“ : 

“A sort of blackmail of congress?" 

„O0.“ said Miss Burns, protestingly, but 
smiling, “it is what is always done, in 
real democracy. We could talk until the 
end of time. We have to act. We must 
organize fully and preparedly and sacri-

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TESTING BLOOD PRESSURE. 
H®RE are several methods of exam- 
: ining an artery for thickening. The 
§ simplest method consists in feel- 


1 tng one or more of the arteries. — 
Using two fingers, the wrist pulse is 


stopped. Now the emptied artery is rolled 
over the wristbone with another finger: 
One with trained fingers can form a fair 
opinion as to the condition of the arterial 
wall from the way it rolls under the 
fingers. In an old man artery will be 
rigid like a pipestem. In a child it will 
feel like a soft ribbon. Another artery 


The usual method of determining the 
condition of the arteries is by taking the 
blood pressure. This is lable to lead to 
error im at least two ways. eo 
There are three, blood pressures. The 
systolic blood pressure is the amount of 
pressure which must be brought to bear 
on the | 
at the wrist at the time of greatest pres- 
eure—that is, when the ventricle was 


jemptied all of its blood ifito the arteries. 


The diastolic pressure is the amount of 
pressure required te stop the flow of 
blood between the pulse beats. It is the 
pressure the blood is under between heart 
stops. Th diastolic pressure subtracted 
from the systolic préssure gives the pulse 
pressure. The pulse pressure is the meas- 
ure of the force of the heart beat. 

By putting the band of the pressure test- 
er around the arm and listening with a 
stethoscope pressed against the artery 
at the bend of the elbow the physician 
can distinguish these different pressures. 
When we speak of blood pressure we 
commonly mean the greatest pressure— 
the highest figure given, the systolic 
pressure. The systolic pressure includes 
the force of the heartbeat as well as the

For still other reasons blood pressure 
may mislead us as to thickening of the 
arteries. Dr. Fisk tells us that in an 
examination of several thousand perso. 
he found that only 12.5 per cent of those 
having thickened arteries as shown by 
palpitation had high blood pressure and 
3 per cent showed blood pressure below 
the normal. In some cases where the 
systolic blood pressure was 180 to 190 
there was little thickening of the arteries.

Edwards says 
that a systolic blood pressure of 160 indi- 
cates Bright's disease in 70 per cent of the 
cases and of over 200 in 100 per cent of 
the cases. : :
